Military Guards ; Are ' Overcome and 

Murderers of Family or Five Fat 

to Torture. by Fire 

Dragged from the courtroom at States- 
boro, Georgia, in which they bad but a few 
moments before been sentensed to death 
and taken from a company of state troops 
bearing riflea that were, not loaded, Paul 
Reed and Will Cato,* negroes,;.were. burned 
at the stake Tuesday by a. mqu^ 1 r ' 

■ The lynchers secured their fjetinis after 
a hand-to-hand fight with the, 'soldiers,, in 
which several of the latter were 'wpunSed,- 
Ten other negroes, held in juit.as suspects,' 
have been placed under a strong guard be- 
cause of fears that the tuob.tuay'- try to 
lynch them ulso, and.'re-eriforcements of 
militia have been ordered but. ' 

Reed was takea down'one Ijtair'vay with 
a rope about hie neck and Cato dawn 
another, both pleading for their lives. By 
this time the crowd numbered 500 persons. 
The doomed'men were dragged out, the 
crowd shouting and cheering along the 
roadway leading to the [lodges homestead, 
the scene of. the negroes' crime. 

The negroes were made to seat them- 
selves on a. log. They were told they had 
but a short time to live and that they 
should confess. Reed was the first' to 
speak. He confessed, implicating other 
negroes, as he had .in the courtroom. He 
denied, however, that be bad taken an 
active part in the murder. 

Cato answered Incoherently! The' ( crowd 
moved across a field to a atrip of woodland. 
Several men climbed to branches nnd called 
for ropes. «* 

"Burn thoml" "Burn them!" shouted 
the crowd. Cato begged to .be ebot or 
hanged, saying be was .innocent; that be 
had bad no part in the crime. Some of 
the' more humane wanted to grant, his re- 
quest, but they were in the minority. > The 
rest wonted to indict the, same death upon 
the negroes' that they had inflicted upon 
the Hodges, ' , 

A member of the mob made a speech; 
recounting the horrors of the crime. This 
inflamed the crowd to the burning pitch. 

To a large stump twelve feet; high ''the 
men were chained with their. faces to the 
executioners.. 

■ -Then .a. wagon-loacU.Q E _; pine^-wood ,-jva si 
hauled to the spnt; It was piled' around 
the men and tea gallons of kerosene was 
thrown ever it", 

A photographer was present, nnd the 
crowd was cleared hack that he might get 
several viows.of the men bound to, the 
stake and readv ■ for the burning. Then 
followed an awful scene.. .Frencied cheers 
reat tbe air as the. mob, almoat crazed, saw 
the flames creep toward the blacks. . 

As the match was applied to the pyre 
one of those in front asked Reed if be 
wanted to tell the truth before he died.. 

"Yes, sir; I killed Mr. and Mrs. Hodges", 
be replied. 

"Who killed the childreu?" he was 
asked. *:'"'.'■> 

"Handy Bell," came the response as. the 
flames, leaped upward, and further ques- 
tioning wai impossible in the wild tumult, 
The spectacle was frightful. As the flames 
touched Reed'B naked oil-soaked skin he 
twisted his head around in an endeavor to 
choke bimaelf and avoid the fearful tor- 
ture. Only once did he complain. He 
said: "Lord, have mercy." 

Cato screamed in agony and begged that 
he be shot. Hie heavy suit of hair, which 
was oil-soaked, was almost the Brat thing 
tbe flames ignited, nnd groaning, while 
the hemp rope became a collar of fire 
around his neck,; a thrill of horror ran 
through the more timid of the spectators. 

Before the flames bad quenched Cato's 
life the rope was burned in' two and his 
head swung from side to side oa he eo- 
deuvored to avoid the firey fcougue. By 
effort almost superhuman he writhed under 
tbe close locked chains. For only about 
three minutes was he visible to the'erowd 
before the great pile • of ' faggots made a 
wall of flame which the wind whipped 
around oa Cato'e body and hid hijm from 
view. Ho was the first to become uncon- 
scious and was perhaps the first dead, ! 

As Cato's head' swung to and fro some 
of the more excited members of the party 
threw light wood knots ut it. 

When it was seen that the men were 
dead the crowd began to dlspurse, A large 
number remained behind however, , piling 
on more fuel until both bodiei were burned 
except the'trunks, Others employed them- 
selves, in thrashing out the fire, which 
spread along the dry streaks of pine 
needles. 

' Late in the afternoon, after the last 
member of tbe mob had left the scene, 
hundreds of persons who' in nowise had 
participated in the affair west to the ncene 
and remained until long after night fall, 
picking up whatever souvenirs they could 
find. 'Conspicuous amoung the crowds 
were a number of small boys. 

The murder of tbe five members Hodges 
family, for which Reed and Cato . were 



lynched was an extremely brutal crime. 
The head of Mr, Hodges was crashed in as 
thou t;h struck with an axe. The head and 
body of Mrs, Hodges showed marki of 
violence, the body of the little, girl' was 
horribly mutilated but the other two child- 
ren showed indications of being burned 
while asleep, 

Cato and Reed had bee a sentenced to be 
banged September 9,' the nearest data the 
law would allow, after having been found 
guilty of killing the Hodges family July 
28. .Hodges his wife and little girl were 
slain with'an axe, and their house was 
burned over their bodies, two othes child- 
ren being burned while asleep. Since the 
proceed iogs of the. trial began tbe mob had 
been' threatening but it was thought that 
the prompt manner in which the cases 
were disposed of might avert a lynching.. 

The forenoon had passed quietly, - The 
crowd assembled about the courthoue was 
not so large or threatening as formerly. 

In the trial of Reed little delay had been 
caused, At tbe conclusion a sentence was 
passed and tbe prisoners were bustled into 
the witness room where a strong guard of 
military was mountedover them. 
• .In the corridors the agitation began. 
The spectators left the court room and 
from the lawn outside many entered the 
hallways. Shortly before one o'clock tbe 
crowd was addressed by a tall "man who 
seemed to" inflame it greatly. He called 
on those about him to follow him. 



Rules Oorertthig Antioch Dlst. School 

The following are extracts from a set of 
truies and regulations adopted by the An- 
tioch High .School Board, to be in force the 
coming school year. 

Pupils whose parents or guardians reside 
outside of the school district may be ad- 
mitted to their proper departments of the 
School by paying in advance the following 
rates of tuition: i 

High school, per month $3.00 

Grammer room, '• " 2.50 

Intermediate room, " " . 2.00 

Primary room, " " 1.75 

"Tuition must he paid to the Township 
Treasurer three monthB- in advance and a 
receipt for the same must be presented to 
the Clerk of the Board who will then issue 
a cat d to be presented to the Treasurer 
who will admit the pupil to classes. 

Any pupil guilty of injuring or defacing 
any school property shall pay In full all 
damages and shall be liable to suspension 
And prosecution. 

*fAny;'^p^]j : who'"6liall-"ri'ot-"giVe -due at- 
tention to persounl cleanliness and neatness 
may be sent, home' to be properly prepared 
far school. 

No. teacher, or pupil, Blmll be allowed to 
carry or use tobacco on the school premises. 

Children or persons not in school may be 
prohibited from engaging in games or as- 
sociating with pupils on the school premises. 

Pupils shall not assemble on tbe school 
grounds before the ringing of the first bell 
in the morning. 

Pupils coming from the country may 
come into their respective room before the 
ringing of the first bell in the morning. 

No pupil shall be dismissed before the 
close of school except at the written or per- 
sonal request of parent or guardian.' 

Any pupil having been absent or tardy 
shall be required to bring a written excuse 
from parent or guardian, and any pupil 
forging an excuse shall be suspended. 

School will open on tbe 5th day of Sept., 
and we hope to see every one in the district, 
of school ago, in attendance. Nothing 
will be left undone fo make this the banner 
school year for the village of Antioch, and 
to accomplish this, we ask the co-operation 
of every one in the district to unite with 
ua in working for the best interest of tbe

Fort Arthur ou Fire. , 

Port Arthur ia on fire, Added to the 
horror of the awful bombardment' the 
Japanese have concentrated on the beleog- 
urod garrisom flames now ore sweeping 
the town. According to a dispatch to u 
news agent from Tokio t abig oil, ware- 
house was set ablaze last night by a shell, 
and the position of the besieged is so das* 
pernte that the Japanese have urged them 
to surrender. The flames are reported to 
bespreading. The chief danger lies in 
the fact that tbe fire may communicate 
with tho v powder magazines. 

In conjunction with this news cornea the 
report from St. Petersburg that the garc 
riron'a ammunition almost is spent; With 
little ammunition for the guns and a great 
part of the Czar's army withdrawn from 
the trenches to fight t ho flames, military 
experts believe the final assault will take 
place at once, if the demand for, surrender 
is denied,

Cheap Prices and the Cattlemen 

Aire Leaving 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 18- -Conditions in 
the great ranch land country of the South- 
west were never, in better shape for tho 
homeseeker and investor, says Mr, S. A,! 
Hughes, General immigration agent of the 
Frisco System, who has just returned from 
on extensive trip through Texas, and 
viewed the country in the interest of the 
thousands of immigrants the Frisco Syatem 
expects to carry on its excursions during 
the next three months. 

These ranches are being generally cut 
Up nnd sold out in small tracts to farmers 
from the East and North at reasonable 
prices, and the opportunity for making 
money because of the future increase of

$5.00 on acre two years ago, but since the 
Frisco System Laud and Immigration As- 
sociation commenced to.de veXop it, prices 
have jumped to $15 to 825 "per aero.

This section run not he 
better closed than by showing practically 
what is made by wheat growing In this 
district. The nvcrngo from the first of 
operation* Is 20 bushels per ncre. Break- 
ing the prairie, as first plowing Is called, 
Is, of course, an exceptional expenditure, 
ns when It is once done It Ib done for all 
time. This costs about $3.30 per acre, 
After the breaking, plowlug and seed- 
ing, harvesting threshing nntl marketing 
— nil expenses comb! nod n mount to about 
$3.23 per ncre, that Is, If a man tikes 
everything done it will cost him $3.23 
ner acre. If he does the work himself 
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there are lit tills district of country nt 
the present time, It is hard to say, as 
there arc no positive statistics available.

KoKllshmcii and Americans In the 
western territories are bringing In their 
henl,a ns fast ns they can nud leasing 
or purchasing land In lots from 1,000 to 
20,000 acres from the Dominion Govern- 
ment. An idea of the growth of the In- 
dustry will, however, be gathered from 
the fact thnt In 1S00 there were but 
41,471 head of cattle shipped and sold 
from the ranches, these figures ran to 
rjS,12f) in 1000, nud to 100,000 in 3003, 
averaging $-J0 per head for the owners. 
But it takes n great many ranchers and 
n large number of eat tie to cover an nren 
of 200,000,000 acres, the area available 
for ranching in the Canadian Nor th went. 

It Is not nt, all necessary that large 
investments should he made nt tho out- 
set. Many men commenced with small 
capital and small herds, nnd have worked

If a. man has a 
half section of land nnd puts hnlf of It, 
100 neres, under wheat, which Is a very 
common occurrence, he makes $1,0SO oa 
whent alone, nnd should make, If he Is 
a capable farmer enough, out 'of other 
cropB, Bnlo of cattle, dairy nud other pro* 
ducts, to keep himself and family th* 
year round besides. 

The Th Ira Division, 

The third division of this great coun- 
try lies ta the north of the wheat belt, 
between it and what Ib known as tho for- 
cut country. As wheat growing Implies 
the raising or all cereals, that cna profit- 
ably be raised In the country, the remain- 
ing branches of mixed, fanning are dairy- 
lug and tlie raising of farm stock.' It 
must not be supposed thnt dividing the 
prairies In this wny is Haying thnt any 
one portion of the country possesses bet- 
ter soil than another, for such Is not ths 
case — all districts a re. equally fertile, but 
the topography and •climatic Influences,' 
etc., differ, ns well ns the conditions for 
production. Ranching nnd grain growing 
are carried on finite successfully In tbls 
northern tone; but It Is found more profit- 
able to combine nil tho features of the 
Industry. On account of the land being 
more broken than In the southern district, 
though the soil is equally fertile, there* 
nre not the same opportunities for exten- 
sive operations; and while cnttlc raising 
Is na profitable here as elsewhere, differ- 
ent methods have to bo adopted for their 
protection, especially In the winter .son* 
son, 

An authority on tho subject has stated 
thnt agriculture In any country never 
reaches cite minimum of development un- 
til the farmers engage at least propor- 
tionately lu dairying, though , tho sur- 
roundings must always determine tho ex* 
tent to which any feature of (lie industry 
may be prosecuted. It is a certainty thon 
that of tho agricultural possibilities of 
this portion of thopralrle country be es- 
timated by its adaptability to dairy, farm* 
Ing, even tho most skeptical mast sc- 
knowledge tlicy are unsurpassed' In any 
country la the world. As Intimated above, 
even dairying may be successfully carried 
on In nay corner of the territories, but 
this sone has everything to recommend 
it as fit e ideal spot for this branch oC tie 
bulla***, ' -

Tbe failure of the attempt to reopen 
negotiations left the union labor com- 
mlttee.itt sen as to tbe next.step to be 
In ken toward a successful termination 
of their fight on the pncklng concerns. 
Later tlie market men met the leaders 
of the butcher workmen and of the 
tenmBtors to discuss ways and means 
by which tho dealers can obtain meat 
while tbe strike lasts. 

if. S". Kelly of the grocery nnd.mnr- 
ket'wngon drivers Hald the result. or 
the session would be n coalition of the 
market men and the teamsters against 
tho big packers. C. \V: FOster of 'the 
dealers contented himself with declar- 
ing that the public would be provided 
with supplies, 

No Hope of Arbitration. 

Independently of tho efforts of the 
retail dealers to arrange (or a confer- 
ence an attempt wns made to secure 
the sentiments of both Bides to tbe 
controversy, regarding negotiations for 
peace,. Tbe result of this IiimuJry was 
tlmt there was no prospect of settling 
the strike along any lines Involving an 
arbitration of the differences. While 
they would not discuss the matter, it 
is known Unit onoof the reasons of the 
puckers for, refusing negotiations lies 
In their, claim that' tltey "prattlcaUy ■ 
hare broken the strike and arc operat- 
ing their plants at almost normal ca- 
pacity,". 

The packers Insisted that the onions. 
had broken f tilth with them, and point- 
ed out thnt nearly a full complement 
of employes has been secured lu every 
western city, nffectcd by tho strike, If 
they agreed to take back all men on 
strike,, they Bald, It would be necessary 
to dlschnrgc those who have been hired 
to supplant the union men, and sucb 
action, In their opLiton, would be un- 
fair. The (lillk'ulty of reaching a sat- 
isfactory agreement at this time on 
account of the many, unions Involved 
and the multiplicity of grievances also 
■was referred to. ' 

£)thclbcrt Stewart of the government 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
and C. A Carroll, who has been assist- 
ing blm, have nlmost concluded their 
lnvesUgntlon, They found Uiat most of 
tbe union men now working in the Chi- 
cago packing houses had cotno from 
other dUes. On the other ha na, they 
learned of mnny desertions from the 
mil on in Chicago by men who had gone 
to other cities for work. It was found 
thnt the pnekcea wore transporting; 
men to other cities, nnd that each dny 
men were applying for transportation 
and a chance to work. 

DonncUr 61171 Men Will Win, 

President Donnelly says: "It now 
looks like a long contest. We are de- 
termined to win and will* use every 
meiuts we can to do so. The men are 
as couddent nnd ns firm as ever." 

President Bhea of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters arrived Id 
Chicago and reiterated the 'statement 
he mndc nt Indianapolis regarding the 
poslUon of tho teamsters* union. Said 
President Shea: "We Intend to aid tlie 
butcher workmen throughout thl» 
strike, but we do not expect to put 
anyone but tho packers to trouble or In- 
convenience, It Is not our policy to> 
Injure the business of employers who 
arc friendly to us. ' Tbe men now on' 
strike arc teamsters who were employ- 
ed by tho packers In delivering nieatto 
tho butcher shops and other places 
where It was eald.at. retail. We will 
do all we can to help the butchers, but 
no one else will be brought Into the 
strike unless It bo through his own 
fault" 

- Following the line of action deter- 
mined upon, by tbe business agents of 
the unions pickets have been stationed 
near a large number of wholesnle and 
retail markets receiving supplier from 
the packers and at branch depots ef 
tho packing houses. There wore numer- 
ous Instances of teamsters refusing to 
make deliveries because of "luUmlds- 
tlOD," and lri'a' few cases violence was 
resorted to by the union watchers.

Arrival of Heir to Hiiaalnii Throne In 
CaitiiO of Itejnlclnic* 
A souund-heli' to the Husslau throne 
baa been' born. Tb« impress and the 
child are doing welt. 

Tho birth so greatly wished for, that 
of an heir to the Iiussluu crown, oc- 
curred Friday — not In the great palace 
at Peterbof, but In the Alexandra vllln; 
one of a gi;o*up of four small palaces 
In n secluded corner of the inttgnllicent 
Poterhof park. The child will bo chris- 
tened Alexis. 

The birth of the heir to the throne 
wns attended with all the ceremonial 
ordained by Imperial tradition. In ac- 
cordance with the Russian Iitw there 
wero present besides the Bmperor, Hur- 
on Fredericks, the master of ceremo- 
ules, nnd Trlneo Dolgorouky, the grand 
marshal of, tho court. -Dr. . Hotti the 
Kmpcror's ifamlly physician was tho 
accoucheur, nnd Dr, IHruch was the 
surgeon In attendance. 

Dr. Ilott personally announced the 
birth of the heir to the nwnitlng im- 
perial family. An imperial salute of 
101 guns was subsequently II red, first 
from Pcterhof and then repeated by all 
the forts around St. Petersburg. 

The christening of the heir will take 
plnco In a fortnight. It will he n cere- 
mony of the most elaborate sort. In 
accordance with Russian Imperial cus- 
tom, It will he performed In the Im- 
perial chapel of the Pcterhof palnce. 
■ Emperor Nicholas and Empress of 
Russia, formerly Princess Alix of 
Ilease, who were married Nov. 14, 1SU4, 
had, previous to the birth of this child, 
four dniiRhtcrn — Otgn, born Nov. 15, 
1805; Tutlnna, born Juno 10, 1S07; Ma- 
rie, born June 2(1, 1800, and Anastasia, 
horn June IS, 1001. 

Throujfrotit Russia the people, nota- 
bly the clergy, have been praying for 
an heir to tho throne and tho famous 
Greek priest, Father John of Cronstadt, 
has recently been visiting the Alex- 
andra villa at Intervals to join In the 
prayers for nn heir to the throne. Tha 
realization of their prayers has caused 
gre»t rejoicing throughout the empire.

Pursuant to the order and direction of 
the Republican County Central Committee 
of the County of Lake and State of Illinois, 
a Republican County Convention will 'be 
held at the Town Hnll in the Village of 
Liberty vi'f Pi Lake County, Illinois, on the 
lOtb day of September, 1904, at two o'clock 
P. M.i for the purpose of nominating, a 
candidate for Circuit Clerk, a candidate 
for Coroner, n candidate for States At- 
torney, aud a candidate for County Sur- 
veyor. 

It having been heretofore resolved that 
each voting precinct in the county be de- 
clared a primary district, nnd that a 
primary election or caucus be called fur 
each of said primary districts, nnd the 
Republican legal voters of said Lake Coun- 
ty, in their last County Convention, hnvinc 
paeued the resolution hereinafter mentioned 
and recited, and said County Central Com- 
mittee, pursuant to such resolution, having 
adopted rules to carry the same into effect, 
which rules ore as follows; 

Rule I. AH Republican primaries, or 
caucuses, for the selection of delegntCB to 
Republican County Conventions hereafter 
called shall be called by the Republican 
County Central Committee in each nnd 
every voting precinct in said Lake County, 
to be held on the same day, and the hours 
thereof to be between two o'clock P. Af . 
nnd eight o'clock P. M., and the polls 
thereof shall be open for at least three 
hours, and each County Committeeman 
shall Bee to it that Buch primary is fully 
advertised. 

Rule II. All voting at snch primaries 
or caucuses shall be by uniform ballot, 
which ballot ebn.ll be printed by the County 
Central Committee and distributed by such 
committee to the Republican Township 
Committees of the several townships, to he 
by such last named committee delivered to 
the Judges of the primaries of the several 
precincts of such townships, who shall be 
chosen by such Township Committees, 
wherein. the same shall be delivered to 
voters and prepared for votine and voted 
the same as the Australian Ballot under 
the regular election laws of Illinois, and 
booths to he used in voting. 

Rule III. Said ballots shall have print- 
ed thereon, in addition to the names of 
delegates, the names of all candidates for 
the several offices for which nominations 
are to be made at the convention for which 
delegates nre to be selected, and the voter 
shall receive his ballot from one' of the 
judges of the primary and shall indicate 
his choice of candidates by making a cross 
opposite the name of the candidate of hiB 
choice for each office nnd cast his ballot so 
marked the same ns at an election by 
Australian Ballot under the regular election 
laws; and the candidate for any office who 
shall receive the highest number of votes 
for that office in any precinct shall have 
the delegation of that precinct as instructed 
for him and lo vole for him nt the County 
Convention for which ruck delegates are 
chosen; and the ballot shall so state such 
instruction. 

Rule IV. Such ballot shall ba in the 
nature of an official ballot, and shall bear 
the name of the Secretary of the County 
Centra] Committee printed 'on- the' bacfe 
thereof, nnd when delivered to the voters 
by the primnry judges they shall have the 
initials of the primary judge who delivers 
them written thereon, nnd in counting 
ballots cast, none shall be counted other 
thnn such official ballot so marked; 

RuleV. Such ballot shall contain the 
names of but one set of delegates in each 

Eirecinct. who shall be selected .by the 
lounty Committeeman of each precinct for 
bis precinct, and spaces shall be left vacant 
so that names of other delegates may be 
written in nnd voted for by the voter by 
erasing printed names and substituting 
writteu names therefor. 

Rule VI. Each candidate shall register 
his name as such candidate with the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee immediately 
upon declaring his candidacy, and pay 
to said Secretary a feo of Fifty Delia" 
($50.00) to help defray the expenses of 
printing and distributing such ballots. 

Rule VII. The cnll for the County 
Convention ahull be by thirty daj*B notice 
published nt least once in each week for 
two successive weeks, the first publication 
to be thirty days before the convention day, 
except where Bpecial elections and district 
convention calls render .a shorter notice 
necessary, 

Rule VI II. The j udges of the serera I 
primnriec elmll make up credentials accord- 
ing to the result of the ballots cast, nnd 
shall nlso forthwith certify Buch result to 
the Secretary of the County Committee, 
and shnll preserve all poll books and ballots 
until after the adjournment of the County 
Convention to which delegates nre elected. 

Rule IX. The County Committee shall 
meet to eiecute these rules on call of the 
Chairman nnd Secretary thereof. 

Rule X. These rules shall, of course, 
be subject to such changes and modification 
as may result from any primary election 
law hereafter passed by the Illinois General 
Assombly; and said County Committee 
having voted and directed that said prima- 
ries he held pursuant to said rules on 
September 9th, 11K)4. The several primary 
districts will therefore call their primary 
elections to be held in each primary district 
in said county on the 9th day of September, 
1U04, the polls of each of such primary 
elections to be open for at least three hours, 
between two o'clock P. M. and eight o'clock 
P, M. of said last mentioned date, the 
judges and clerks thereof to bo appointed 
b? the several Township Committees. 

The voting at each of such primaries 
shall be by ballot, of the kind and in the 
manner provided for in and required by 
said rules above mentioned and set forth. 
The representation for each primary 
district in said County Convention hereby 
called will be one delegate for each twenty- 
seven voles, or major fraction thereof, cobI 
for the Republican candidate for President 
in 1900, The several primary districts 
will thus send delegates to the said County 
Convention as follows:

The fact tlmt more dnitingc was not 
done must be due primarily to Togo's 
caution.

PRESENT POSITIONS OP OPPOSING ARMIES. 



Not Bo Very Different To-dojr from 
Whnt It Won Forty Vcar« A B o, 
War Is war In Manchuria as It wan 
hi Virginia and Georgia la 1804. as It 
was In Turkey In 187S, says the Chicago 
Inter Ocenn. It Is not a drama played 
to tho glory of one side or the other; not 
a triumphal msrch for cither Russians or 
Japanese. War is to-day what it was 
forty years ago, a conflict between hostile 
Armies, with Its sickness in camp, Its 
deaths In hospitals, its suffering on the 
march, its losses In Untile, 

The lines la Bouthcm Manchuria have 
not changed materially since the battle 
near Kni Chow three or four weeks a«o. 
The Russians nrc still at Llaoyang, Uni- 
cheng ami Tnteltcklao. The Japanese aro 
still pushing forward slowly, now on the 
right, now on lite left. 

The advantage one day is with tho 
Russians, the next with the Japanese, 
In front of Port Arthur the Russians 
hold their own nnd the Japanese are 
strengthening their llnjis for attack. On 
the sea the two ficotd are as they were 
sir weeks ago. 

Meantime a hundred men have been 
lost in tills engagement, n thousand In 
that, two thousand In another, nnd the 
armies have been constantly on the move, 
<-ntai!ing bard work to the .point of ex- 
haustion on the men In the ranks. 

Milking due allowance for the dis- 
patches sent out from St. Petersburg and 
Toklo to mask a movement, to deceive 
the enemy, to create alarm on this side 
or I but, It can truly be suhl thnt wo nro 
as yet only at the 'beginning of a stu- 
pendous war. 

Battles like thnt near Kaichow settle 
nothing. Engagements in the nioun talus 
or In the mountain gaps signify little. 
Tho moving ot heavy columns to the 
front one week and their withdrawal the 
next week nrc not Indications of a great 
battle. All tho maneuvers up to this 
time show that the war' Is not to be 
fought on plans laid down by Die Jap- 
anese not* on plans favored by the Rus- 
sians. 

It is to be fought as other wars have 
been fought by two parlies to a con- 
flict, am) while re-enforcements are com- 
ing to tho front dully the attrition Inci- 
dent to armed conflict Is reducing the 
strength of tho divisions In frout. As 
the weeks pnss both' armies aro growing 
stronger and weaker' — stronger ip num- 
bers and In better discipline and "weaker 
under the stress of uu favorable, weather 
and conditions. 

If a decisive battle should be fought 
to-morrow It would result In the Iosh of 
30,000 or 40,000 men. it a decisive bot- 
tle is not fought for six months, nearly 
as many men will he lost All thnt has 
happened bo far in' the campaign goes to 
show that war to-day is not very differ- 
ent from wor forty years ago. 



By a brilliant victory over ■RussiaV 
Vladivostok snunrtnm,- following- the 
tfitcccss of Admiral Togo In shattering 
the cswir'a Port Arthur fleet' Vice Ad- 
miral Kn minium has given Japan the 
innatcry of the Pacific seas, In n ter- 
rific nnd bloody buttle that began nt G 
o'clock Sunday .morning mid lasted Ave 
hours, Kii minium sunk the Bii'sslau 
crulBer Kurlk with all on board, proba- 
bly about 500 men, and damaged the 
crulscra Gromobol and Russia, the two 
other ships of tho Vladivostok squad- 
roiv The Groiuubol and Rosaln dually 
fled toward 'Vladivostok. Knnilmuni, 
his own ships almost unscathed, but 
with scores of ofllcers nnd men dead on 
the decks, pursued the fleeing Rus- 
sians. 

Unttte Foiiulit lit Korean Strait. 

Kami in lira's victory over the Bus- 
rIjiii squadron was won In the Cor en n 
strait, off the Island of Tsushima, mid 
not far from the const of .Tnpnn. With 
only a rcmuniit of Japan's nnry, he 
hnd been cruising hi the vicinity of 
the Island for many weary weeks, all 
the time expecting that the Vladivos- 
tok squadron would come down uud 
attempt to rescue the Port ' Arthur 
squadron. 

When Knmlmura received a wire- 
less flash telling him of the Port Ar- 
thur squadron's dash for freedom ho 
redoubled his vigilance lit watching 
for tlie Vladivostok ships. As dnwn 
was breaking over the blue strait be- 
tween Thus hi mn Island and the Jap- 
anese coast he sighted three ominous- 
looking vessels stemming down from 
the north, ills decks were 'already 
clear for action. lie gave orders to 
prepare for battle. 

"Full speed ahead," was Kamlmu- 
ra's next order ns he directed his wor- 
ships straight townrd the oncoming 
foes, whose chief In command was be- 
lieved to he none other than the dash- 
ing Skrydloft, etiicf of the Russian 
navy In the orient 

Within a few minutes the cannon of 
the opposing ileets were belching solid 
shot and shell, In the conning tower 
of Ids flagship stood Knmiimirn, shells 
screeching over bis bend nud under bis 
feet Russian shot ruked his decks, 
which soon were slippery with tho 
blood of slain Jitpnnese, .But with his 
naked eye ho could see that the Jnp- 
anese shots wore striking home. 
Splashing water alt around the Rus- 
sian cruisers nail the sight of men full- 
ing on their decks showed that the 
Japanese gunners had the range. 

Closer nnd closer together came the 
opposing forces. Then the Russian 
vessels veered and hurled broadsides 
at tho Japanese.

Where It Is necessary to keep the 
'fowls confined to houses and yards dur- 
ing the summer and not much chance 
to divide tho yards, tho best wny to 
handle them Is to have tho yards of 
four-foot netting, tho top covered over 
as well, and every few weeks move 
/these yards to a new location, whore 
A fowls have not been the present year. 
^V-Tiila . is considerable trouble, but It 
must be done If chicks nnd fowlB nre 
kept on a small area, if it la not pos- 
sible to let tbo fowls have a range, 
then green food must bo provided In 
some way. A good plan Is to give 
them Borne cut grass or weeds nt night 
just before they go to roost. 
. A better plan' la to rake up the cut- 
tings following the lawn mower, for 
they can consume these short blades 
better than grass cut with a. scythe. 
All fowls In confinement ought to be 
allowed to run for an hour or two ench 
night, evpn though It Ir nceesBary for 
govern! people to keep them out of mis- 
chief, .This run will do them a world 
of good, and the egg results will pny 
for the trouble of watching them. 
Don't, forget the necessity for an 
n bund mice of fresh water sevcrul 
times dally.

Strawberry; Plimtlrijf, 

Most, f rtil t growers n re ■ fa m 1 lln r wl ih 
the pot-grown 'strawberry plants' offer- 
ed .by nurserymen for setting In the 
bu miner, says, the" India tin polls News. 
As a rule such plants nre too expen- 
sive to Bet In any considerable num- 
ber, hut this Is nil ideal wny to ob- 
tala ^plants of new Borts for testing; 
though much more costly than tne lay- 
er plants one will get from them a 
crop, next Mummer, of Buulelent size to 
determine the desirability of the va- 
riety. Then, too, It is possible to In- 
crease one's own plnntatlon by taking 
from the old beda tho new plants nnd 
Betting them out In the new beds any 
time this month. To do this with the 
best results, cut the runner which con- 
nects tho new plant with the parent, 
then a week later, Just after n rain, 
dig up the young pliint with n liberal 
amount of soil attached to the roots 
and set It with the soil on tbo roots 
in tho .now bed. 

With care not a plant will be lost 
In tho transplanting and these plants 
will give one crop of berries next sum- 
mer nearly equal to those from yenr- 
old-aet plants. The precaution, to take 
Is to have the lump of soil auuerc to 
tho roots so that tho growtn of the 
young plnnt will not ' bo materially 
disturbed by the transplanting. Where 
but a few hundred plants arc to be 
reset one can easily supply tho water 
to the soli necessary to make the soil 
stick to the roots.

Notification day, the greatest day In

The unpropl- 
tlons weather and the comments of 
his family unit guests on the subject 
were received by the Judge himself 
with n sinlle and be went about the 
business of the day with his usually 
cheerful spirits' 

The Jnformnllty of the proceedings 
to came was shown by the absence of 
any visible preparation or ceremony 
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■ The New Peach IMdenae. 
The diBease culled Utile Pencil la 
giving aerious trouble to orchardlsts 
in New York and Michigan, nnd the 
subject Is being investigated by Gov- 
ernment experts.

The 
dlBcnsc often spreads in a circle from 
the tree first attacked. The spread 
Is slow, generally taking from tbre» 
to five years or more to spread througn 
an orchard. The only remedy yet dis- 
covered is to pull out the diseased 
trees as soon ns the first symptoms 
appear, nnd this course Is the one 
urged by the agents of tho depart- 
ment 



General Farm Note». 

Long and hard pulling makes wind-

The next thirty 
farmers will hnve twice ns much Tib 
the next thirty business men. Let 
the farmers exalt their own ocupatlon."

Some growers mnke a prac- 
tice of putting a few big berries In the- 
bottom of each basket. This would 
certainly yield a glad Biiq>rlnc to the- 
purebnser, hut It is not worth whllo* 
to pick thnt wny. The best plan Is to>. 
have the average berrlw in tho bot- 
tom of the box as well as on top. Pac- 
ing a box of berries Is allowable, aud 
a practice which has been found prof- 
itable. It consists In arranging the 
berries on top bo they will present tho 
best possible appearance. As the boxes 
come in from the field some will need 
n few more berries to make a good, 
full box. Exorcise a little care ln ar- . 
ranging the berries, so as many will 
show as possible. < 

Stems and hulls do not add to the 
attractiveness of berries, and for tbla 
reason the topmost ones Bhould be 
turned so the hulls and stems will- be 
on the under side. It Is a question 
how much of Ibis work of facing It 
will pay to do. With a little practice 
ten nimble fingers can do the work 
rapidly. The srjuare berry boxm bold 
considerably more than tbe Leslie, but 
the public will not pny enough morn 
for the sirnnre ones to Justify growers 
in uBlng them. It may be true that 
the Leslie boxes do not bold quite n 
quart, but then there Is no need of 
eelllug berries by tbe qunrt. Sell by 
the box, and do not guarantee tho 
boxes to hold any specific quantity. If 
this is done and the boxes nre always 
filled there can be no Just cause foe 
complaint. , 

Those who have never mndc berry 
boxes should provide, an Iron or piece 
of board covered -with sheet iron for 
clinching the tacks. It. should be four 
inches wide and project six lucbefi over 
the edge of tlio workbench. The box, 
material comes In bales of onougb'ta 
make 500* boxes, The mnterlnl'drie* 
out quickly ln this country, after a 
bale Is opened, nnd far tbls reason It 
Is best to keep It In Uie cellar or some 
damp plnccv ab the Bide stripe will 
break when bent Into position, if too 
dry. It doeB not help matters much 
to wet the material, for It then begins' 
to curl, and will soon warp out of 
shape, ln our dry climate. Three to ■ 
six strips can be Iriid together and beut 
around at thc,Ba'ine time.
